For materials for the bed, use fresh 
horse-manure, free from straw or chips, and good loamy soil. Some growers use the manure unmixed 
with loam, after first having well fermented it by alternately piling up and mixing for a few weeks; but it is 
undoubtedly better not to allow the manure to 
heat much before forming the bed. Use one- 
fourth to one-third loam; the rest manure, Mix 
very thoroughly and upon a dry, firm bottom 
make the bed of this mixture, about four feet 
wide, and of any desired length. Build .t up 
evenly, pressing it down very firmly, and leave 
it about a foot high, It will shortly begin to .- 
heat. Use a thermometer to thrust into bed, 
and note the temperature. When the heat has 
partially subsided, leaving a temperaure of 70°. 
to 80°, put in the spawn. Pieces from the size 
of walnuts to that of eggs are placed in the bed 
about a foot apart, deep enough to cover them 
well, and the manure is pressed down. Let it 
remain thus ten or twelve days; then cover 
with two inches of fresh loam, and make this ~ 
moderately firm. The bed is finished by cover- 
ing all with 4 or 5 inches of straw or other lit- 
ter. Watering is not necessary, unless the sur- 
face of the bed gets very dry; in this event, 
moisten freely with water at a temperature of 
about 80°. In gathering the crop do not cut, but 
twist them off carefully, filling up the holes 
with loam to keep insects from the roots. In

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FORMATION OF LAWNS TO BE SOWN 


HE ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. The soil ought not to be too rich, asa 

rapid growth is not wanted in the grasses of a lawn; but the surface should be as much alike in 

quality as possible and thoroughly pulverized. After sowing, the ground should be rolled in order to 
press the seed firmly into the soil. The proper time to sow grass seed depends, of course, upon the lati- 
tude. In this vicinity from early spring to hot weather. Seed may also be sown in the fall, provided 
it is done early enough to secure a good, strong growth before winter sets in. The sowing should be done 
when the ground is moist, or before an expected rain, and a subsequent rolling is always advisable. As 
to weeds in newly made lawns, it may not be generally known, but many weed seeds actually lie dor- 
eee re in the ground for Six or seven years and will germinate and make their appearance when the soil 
is turned up. : 

Rolling.—As soon as the frost is out of the ground in the spring, the land should be gone over with 
a heavy roller. Winter frosts loosen the soil, and rolling is necessary to compress it again. If grass 
seed is to be sown, this-should be done first and the rolling immediately afterward. Roll frequently. 

Mowing.—All turf-forming grasses are improved, both in vigor of root-growth and in fineness of 
texture, by frequent mowings. It is impossible to say just how often the grass should be mown, as that 
depends upon the rate at which it grows. Too close cutting should be guarded against, however, especi- 
ally during the hot summer months, when the roots require some top-growth to protect them from the 
burning sun. A good top-growth is also necessary to protect the roots from severe winter frosts. 

To Grass a Bank or Terrace.—For each square rod, take a pound of lawn-grass seed, and mix it 
thoroughly with 6 cubic feet of good, dry garden loam; place in a tub, and add liquid manure, diluted 
with about two-thirds of water, so as to bring the whole to the consistency of mortar. The slope must 
be made perfectly smooth, and then well watered,‘ after which the paste should be applied.

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PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE, TREATMENT, ETC. 


ARDY ANNUALS—(h. A.)—Sow in April or May, according to the latitude, in shallow boxes or pots 
H placed in a warm window, a hotbed, or, if possible, in a greenhouse. A second sowing ought to be 
made from two to four weeks after for a succession, as well as to provide against failure the first time. 
For sowing seeds in there is nothing better than shallow boxes from 2 to 3 inches deep and of any con- 
venient size. The most suitable soil for all the smaller kinds is a very fine, rich, sandy loam. That from 
old hotbeds is excellent, or sods from an old pasture piled up and allowed to rot for two or three years 
and then mixed with a little old stable manure and sand. After the seeds are up care must be taken to 
give them plenty of air and moisture, yet not too much water or they will “damp off.” When the young 
plants are well out of the seed-leaf they must be transplanted to new boxes. If pots 2 inches or more 
in diameter can be had, set out from three to a dozen or more of the young seedlings along the edges of 
the pot, so that as soon as the ground is warm enough they may be easily turned out and planted singly, 
as by that time they will have made good roots. When pots cannot be had, boxes, tin cans, etc., may 
be substituted. 

A common mistake in sowing flower, as well as other seeds, is covering too deep. As a general rule, 
cover only to the depth of the thickness of the seeds; or with medium-sized seeds, like Balsams, Zinnias, 
etc., half an inch or so is none too much. Such fine seeds as Portulacas need only to be pressed into the 
soil with a piece of board or the palm of the hand. Always press the earth down firmly after sowing all 
flower seeds, else there is danger of their drying up before the roots can get firm hold of the soil. Seed, 
of the hardier Annuals may be sown where they are to grow; but as a rule it is preferable to transplant 
as the plants are generally stronger and stand the drought better. During very dry weather, and when 
the seedlings are first set out, they should be watered frequently. Provide some support for all such 
Annuals as require it. : 

The weeds should be kept down and the ground loosened often, so that the plants will receive the ful? 
benefit of the rains and dews, which they will not if the ground is allowed to become hard and baked. 

Seeds of Biennials and some Hardy Annuals may be sown in July and August in the open and in Sep- 
tember in boxes and placed in coldframes. They will make strong plants by spring and flower early. Do 
not put on the sashes until heavy rains and frosts begin, and then always remove during the day when- 
ever the temperature is above freezing in winter. 

HARDY-BIENNIALS—(h. B.) and PERENNIALS (h. P.).—These require the same treatment as the 
Hardy Annuals. In addition to the above, both Hardy Biennials and Perennials may be sown in the 
open border from July to September; for if not sown until spring, the seeds of many Perennials require 
several months and some even as long as two years before they germinate. In this case it is a good 
plan, at the commencement of frost, to cover them lightly with straw, leaves or any dry litter, in order 
to afford some protection from the extreme severity of the winter. As soon as the frost is out in the 
spring, remove the covering and loosen the surface around the plants, which when large enough may be 
transplanted to the flower garden where they are to remain. The seeds of some species of hardy peren- 
nials often lie in the ground for six or eight months before germinating, so that patience with them is 
often unexpectedly rewarded. 
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PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS FOR CULTURE—Continued. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS (hh. A.)—These may be sown in shallow boxes, pots or a hotbed, as directed 
for Hardy Annuals. They may be sown thus at any time after the middle of April, as the hotbed will be 
sufficient protection; but it is best to cover the glass with a mat or straw at night until danger of frost is 
mast. In the day give all the air possible. After the end of May sow in the border, like Hardy Annuals. 


HALF-HARDY BIENNIALS (hh. B.) and HALF-HARDY PERENNIALS (hh. P.) require the same 
treatment. Though plants and their bloom are greatly forwarded by sowing the seeds early in boxes 
under cover, it may be stated that nearly all kinds of hardy and half-hardy flower seeds may be sown in 
the open border, in a warm and sunny spot, as soon as the soil has become dry and warm; so that those 
who have no glass frames or greenhouses need not be without flowers. They can have them, but it will 
be later. 


TENDER-ANNUALS, BIENNIALS and PERENNIALS—The best method to obtain an early bloom of 
the Tender Annuals (t. A.), and to insure strength to the plants, is to sow the seeds in boxes or pots in 
March, placing them in a warm greenhouse or plunging in a moderate hotbed, carefully protecting them 
from the cold, shading from the midday sun and watering with a fine hose. The seed should be sown in 
a very light, sandy compost, and the pots well drained by placing broken pots or bits of sod in the bot- 
tom. The finer seeds must not be covered more than an eighth of an inch deep and the soil pressed down 
glosely over them. Water frequently, particularly if the house or hotbed is very warm. As soon as the 
plants are out of the seed-leaf, transplant them into shallow boxes or small pots, #nd when they have 
acquired sufficient strength transplant into the flower-beds; not, however, before the middle of May. 


GREENHOUSE SEEDS (g.) should be sown as directed for Tender Annuals, in pans, pots or shallow 
boxes, and be kept in the house, carefully watched, slightly watered occasionally, and sheltered from the 
hot sun till strong enough to transplant. Most varieties may be sown at any season of the year. 


The smaller seeds of Greenhouse Plants are sometimes difficult to germinate-untess great care be taken 
in the mode of sowing. Hence the supposition arises that the seed itself is not good, whereas the fault 
is not in the seed, but in the treatment. Fine seeds of this description should be sown in leaf-mold or 
peat, with some fine sand added to it; press firmly down in the seed-pan or pot, and make perfectly level 
at the top, so that the mold may not afterward sink materially with watering. Sow the seed very thin 
and cover very lightly with a little compost, or with silver sand. Success is more certain if a pane of 
glass is placed over the pan or box till the plants have appeared, when it should be removed. By this 
method the difficulty of starting fine seeds will be removed. As soon as the young plants have two leaves 
they should be transplanted into similar compost in another pan or box. To do this do not pull them out 
of the seed pan, but break up the sotl by running a stick or trowel under it, when the plants can be taken 
out with good roots. After transplanting they should be kept in a shady part of the greenhouse for a 
few days, and watered very sparingly. 

There are many minute plants from the finer seeds killed by drenching with water while very young. 
One way to avoid this is to give it to them by dipping a clothes brush in water, shaking off the greater 
part from the brush, and then (holding the brush over the seed-pan) drawing the hand over the bristles 
several times; this will cause the water to be thrown on the young plants almost like dew. In the first 
stage of their existence plants require moisture in a minute quantity, often repeated and not in such 
large quantities as to saturate the soil in which they are growing. 


PANSY—For spring blooming the seed should be sown in August, September and October, in a cold- 
frame with a southern aspect. Plenty of air and light is essential. During mild weather the sashes 
should be removed; when it is frosty, coverings are preferable to artificial heat. If wanted for winter 
bloom, sow in July and transplant in-beds or benches near the glass in the greenhouse in a low and even 
temperature. The more expensive sorts and mixtures produce the largest and finest flowers. 


PETUNIAS—Fill shallow boxes with fine, light soil, say an even mixture of leaf-mold and sand, and 
wet thoroughly by pouring on boiling water, which kills insects and heats the soil. When the soil has 
cooled sufficiently, but is still warm, sow the seeds very thinly in the boxes, so that the plants may be 1 
inch apart; cover the seeds very slightly with sifted sand, and place slate or glass on top of the boxes. 
If the white root-points of germination appear before the leaves, sift on more sand, replace the slate, and 
watch closely. When the small leaves appear, remove slate and give plenty of light, to produce stocky 
plants. The soil may now need water, which should be applied very gently. Later the larger plants 
may be transplanted into other boxes or pots. As*the weakest plants frequently give the finest blos- 
soms, every plant should be preserved until the blossoms appear. For the magnificent large flowers the 
more expensive sorts should be ordered.
